Tbe oil waa found at a depth of MO 
feet several days ago and the matter 
WHS kept as quite aa possible until a 
day or two ago. 

The well is on the farm of Felix 
FylTe. It is about four miles suiithweat 
of the beat well drilled S2 years ago 
by R. F. Vinson and othera, of thia 
I. lace. That well was un the old BlUio 
lOiJward.s farm. 11 »a;- a fine produc- 
er, but waa lost by Hendiiig tiie drill on 
duw-n throtiffh the sand into a strong 
water vein which could not be ahut off 
or controlled. 

The oil la the highest grade of lubri- 
cant, of a dark green color. The old 
abandoned wells have biK-n flowing in 
small quantities during all these yeara 
nnd the owners of the land sell It for 
lubricating purposes at 8O0 per gallon. 
Uas Is also produced by some of the 
wells and Is utilized to some extent for 
heating and lighting. 

The excitement usually following 
these Helda la beginning to show Itself 
and will no doubt reach fever heat 
soon. 

It is saiU thr I.'i pallons per hour Is 
lieiiik- li.lllei oil! of the well with a 
snnd pump. Thia Is thought to indi- 
cate a very proK-table strike. The depth 
which the drill w>'* aoot Into the pro- 
ducing sand la atitd'M be four feet. The 
experience of the -fdnner operatora in 
this Held causes caution on this point.
